Mustapha Kemal Pasha, in his 
reply, evaded the question of the 
withdrawal of the Turkish troops as\ 
demanded, and declared he had no 
knowledge of a neutral zone. He com- 
plained of the action of the British in 
destroying buildings agd roads and con- 
cluded by saying he concurred with the 
allies In the desire to avoid incidents. 

Kemal Pasha explained to the 
French, it is learned, that the Nation- 
alists occupied Khm Kaleh and Eren 
Keui because the British had disre- 
garded the neutrality of the straits by 
permitting the Greeks free passage 
through it. 

Harington Thanks Kemal. 

Gen. Harington replied to Kemal 
Pasha, thanking him for the declara- 
tion that he would respect the neutral- 
ity of the straits and that he wished to 
avoid a conflict. The Britisht comman- 
der added that the destruction of which 
Kemal complained was prompted by 
military necessity and declared that 
no shot had been first against the 
Turks in anger nor would be except 
under his orders. He concluded by 
expressing readiness to meet Kemal 
at any convenient place to discuss an 
understanding. 

The message, which was most con- 
ciliatory in tone, declared it would be 
a pity at the present juncture to allow 
‘local occupations on the straits to 
jeopardize peace. 

May Let Turk Enter Thrace. 

The British expect to receive the 
Turkish reply to the allied peace pro- 
posals Friday afternoon. 

It is believed the Memalists will per-, 
sist in their demand to transport 
troops to Thrace preliminary to the ne- 
gotiations. It is conceivable this de- 
mand might be met by giving the Na- 
tionalists permission to crogs the Sea 
of Marmora, which is.not included in 
the neutral zones fixed in May, 1921. 
The most feasible route would be from 
Panderma or Mudania to Rodosto, 
Enos, or Dedeagatch. 

“Will Not Fire on British.” 

Prior to the announcement that the 
Kémalists would respect the neutral- 
ity of the straifs, Hamid Bey, the An- 
gora representative, said to the corre 
spondent: “The Kemalists naturally 
will come across the so-called neutral 
zones, but they have not the slightest 
intention of firing upon the British 
eceupying those zones.

8. Three days after the Mudania 
conference the proposed peace negotia- 
tions shall begin at Smyrna.

“Further, a drop of blood taken 
from a child is of the same specific 
radioactivity as the blood of the father. 
This same unison is found to obtain 
between the mother and the child, 
except in the case of loveless mar- 
riages. In that case there will be an 
appreciable difference between the rate 
of the mother and the child.”

Duluth, Minn., Sept. 27.— William P. 
| Ferguson, archeologist and author of 
| Franklin, Pa., was on his way east 
‘today after ahnouncing here yes#rday 
|that he had discovered the ruins of an 


ancient city, inhabited probably 1,000. 


\to 2,000 years ago, on Isle Royale, off 
the north shore of Lake Superior. Isle 
Royale is a part of the state of Michi- 


gan. 

Mr. Ferguscn announced he would re- 
turn next summer with another expe- 
dition to conduct further explorations 
of the city, which was situated, he said, 
on the southerly side of the island and 
consisted of a series of semi-under- 
| ground dwellings. 


Copper Mined There Long Ago. 

“Most every one knows,” Mr. Fer- 
guson said in making known his dis- 
covery, “ that copper was mined on Isle 
Royale many years ago on land now 
covered with pine trees. The island is 
covered with traces of these mines, 
and yet almost nothing has been done 
to explore the workings. 

‘'No one has found any of the re- 
mains of the old miners, although there 
are many stories of finding tempered 
copper.weapons. I have found several 
stone hammers, each supplied with 
thongs, and have been interested for 
the last three years in establishing re- 
ports that a town existed on the south 
of the island. 

“ A writer named Gilman was author- 
ity for this report fifty years ago, but 
his description and location were so 
vague that it was impossible for any 
one to make anything out of them.” 


Waterfall Is Clew. 


Mr. Ferguson told of his first trip 
in the region at the outlet of Siskiwitt 
lake, which he said he thought tallied 
with Gilman’s data, but there was no 
trace of a town. Last year he found a 
waterfall which he thought was the 
one mentioned in Gilman’s report. Be- 
cause of the lateness of the season, 
however, the explorer was unable to 
finish his work, he said, and so made 
a third trip this season with a party 
of five assistants, but their first efforts 
failed to locate the town. 

A length Mr. Ferguson concluded 
that a ridge, if located in the vicinity, 
would answer a certain description of 
the topography of the country as given 
by the writer of a half century ago. 
He continued his search, he said, ahd 
finally was rewarded by finding what 
he considers unmistakable traces of a 
town between Hay bay and the water- 
fall on the south side of Isle Royale.

_A NEW $7,000,000 CIVIC 
LESSON. 


Michael Faherty, chief of the board‘of local im- 
provements, and “ father of the city hall experts,” 
marks a ceremony in connection with the Ogden 
avenue extension with an announcement that at 
least $7,000,000 more will be required from taxpay- 
ers to complete the project. That is more than 
three times the cost of the improvement, and double 
the official estimate upon which the original bond 
issue of $7,200,000 was approved. And this not- 
withstanding the fact that the bond issue estimate 
was made at peak prices after the war. 

The city hall has the habit. It worked nicely 
for the benefit of insiders in the Michigan boule- 
vard link and bridge improvement. Why not in 
the Ogden avenue improvement? Taxpayers’ money 
is easy money for its dispensers in the city hall, 
regardless of how hard it may be for the contribu- 
tors. After sinking seven million dollars in an im- 
provement which does not improve unless it is com- 
pleted these experts expect to find it easy to raise 
another seven millions on the piea that without it 
the first sum will be lost. 

' ‘There is no limit to the possibilities of such activi- 
ties as long as city administrations and city im- 
provements are left in the hands of a machine 
which fattens and grows strong on loot. The South 
Water street improvement is next. After that we 
will need further improvements in the development 
of the city. We should have them, but we should 
have them at reasonable cost, without putting 
millions of dollars into the pockets of “ experts,” 
politicians, and favored contractors. 

- The way to assure improvements without ex- 
ploitation is to remove the machine which com- 
bines the two. We are getting. exactly what we 
voted for when we returned the present administra- 
tion to office. We shall continue to get it as long as 
that administrat‘on remains. That will not be long. 
We are paying too exorbitantly for our lesson. We 
ean prevent continuation of such tuition fees by 
removing the teachers. And in the meantime the 
taxpayers might recover something by such suits 
as that initiated by THe Trisunge to compel the

VENIZELOS AND 
CONSTANTINE. 


The fall of Constantine brings to an end a chap- 
ter of Greek history which it has been hard for 
Americans to understand. The Greeks were for- 
tunate enough to possess a statesman universally 
recognized as one of the great men of Europe, 
one whose genius made him a match for any adver- 
sary in the duelling of old world diplomacy. Not 
only that, but this statesman had demonstrated 
his powers in the preservation and aggrandize- 
ment of Greece. He had enlarged her boundaries, 
he had saved her from fatal policy in the great 
war, he had won her powerful allies and opened 
the way for her to still greater power and pros- 
perity. © .

Constantine was neither. Yet the Greeks cast him 
down for a kinglet. 

Greece is now paying for their folly. It is prob- 
ably too late to repent. Even Venizelos could not 

*now put Greece back where he left her and she 


must content herself with a very minor r6le in the- 


European drama. It is a historic tragedy, a 
tragedy of character in which a certain grim 
justice ruled the plot.

REV. WILLIAMSON’S BAD 
COMPANY. 


The Rev. Williamson, Mayor Thompson's super 
law enforcer, seems to be suffering from a delu- 
sion of persecution. Psychopathists know to what 
such a delusion generally leads. Laymen know 
that the statements of any one suffering under 
such a delusion must be discounted. The public, 
therefore, will shake a liberal amount of salt upon 
the enforcer’s renewed assertions that he is being 
persecuted by the police department. 

Especially is such a salting needed on the 
enforcer’s charge that the chief of police set two 
automobile loads of detectives to shadow him and 
his “ group of citizens,” seeking evidence against 
gamblers and dive keepers. Acting as guide for 
the enforcer and appearing as a member of the 
“ group of citizens” was Fred “ Frenchy ” Mader, 
an ex-convict, a convict now under sentence to 


one year in the penitentiary and a $1,000 finegand 
a defendant awaiting trial on charges of murder. 
Mader is one of the worst leaders of the worst 
element ever developed by practices of extortion, 
slugging and gun play in Chicago. 

Association with such a man in an effort to 
destroy the chief of police who has led the work 
of destroying the criminal organization which 
Mader has operated, bids fair to destroy the last 
remnants of respect and consideration which have 
been left to the Rev. Williamson because of his 
cloth. In this case he is the associate of a criminal 
and of the head of ‘a gang of criminals. That is 
not a creditable position for a minister of the 
gospel who accepts $10,000 a year of the taxpayers’ 
money to help clean up crime. The best tH&t is 
accomplished by such association in the process 
of law enforcement is the work of the stool pigeon, 
and we see no evidence in the Rev. Williamson’s 
association with Mader or “ Mike de Pike” Heitler 
that he is acting in that capacity. 

It is clear from his own statements that the 
law enforcer is associating with Mader for the 
purpose of discrediting the chief of police who 
started Mader and members of his gang to the 
penitentiary. That makes public decision on the 
merits of the quarrel easy. We have merely to 
choose between a man who breaks up a gang and 
has its leader convicted of crime and ordered to 
prison, and a man who associates with that con- 
victed felon to discrecit the one who brought about 
conviction. 


THE THREE MILE LIMIT. « 


After the spectacle presented last week of the 
captain of a British yacht twelve miles off the 
Jersey coast holding United States customs inspec- 
tors at bay at the point of a revolver to prevent 
hoarding and search of his vessel, the decision 
of President Harding and his cabinet to call the 
prohibition navy off the seas outside the three 
mile limit seems well taken. It was a strange 
logic which allowed enforcers of the liquor law 
to violate the law of the high seas. 

If the United States rum chaser’s crew had used 
less discretion than was indicated there would 
have been the making of a pretty muss in the 
clash between the two vessels on the high seas. 
It would have been quite logical if the English- 
man had killed the first officer of the boarding 
party and in turn had been killed. Other killings 
might easily have followed, and an incident of

international complication, with the United States 
legally in the wrong.

Prohibition which has points of resemblance to 
religious persecution has tried to override inter- 
national law.. Fortunately it has been stopped 
before causing dangerous complications.

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AMERICAN TRADE 
OPENS NEW ERA 


IN THE FAR EAST

PEKING, Sept. 27.—American com- 
mercial men now in China assert that 
the passage of the China trade act by 
congress is the beginning of a new era 
for American commerce in the far east 
as it increases the prestige of Ameri- 
can companies operating in this part 
of the world. One big business man 
had this to say on the subject: 

“There is no substantial reason why 
America should not regain its old posi- 
tion in Chinese trade which it held for 
a long period before the civil war when 
American merchants were a controlling 
factor. Then America had a merchant 
marine. 

Handling Own Goods. 

“ Now once more we are hauling our 
own goods in our own bottoms, and 
we should share in a large way in the 
rapid Chinese industrial and commer-
